Cynwyd Youth Drowns 
Swimming in Canada 
With College Chum 

William Henry Sykes, 2d, 334 Llan- 
drillo Road, Cynwyd, was drowned 
Wednesday while swimming in Dows 
Lake, near Ottawa, Canada. 

Physicians blamed cramps, caused 
by swimming too soon after a heavy 
luncheon, for the drowning. 

Sykes was the eldest son of Charles 
H. Sykes, Evening Ledger cartoonist. 
Word of their son's death reached Mr. 
and Mrs. Sykes while they were in 
New York. Mr. Sykes left immedi- 
ately, for Ottawa. 

The dead youth and John Hartnian, 
of York, both of whom were gradu- 
ated from Haverford last month, had 
been on a motor trip through New 
England and Canada for the last two 
weeks. They expected' "to return this 
week. 

Hartnian made a courageous effort 
to rescue Sykes, according to wit- 
nesses, but was forced to release his 
hold when in danger of sinking him- 
self. 

The struggle and cries attracted 
attention and several others attempted 
to reach Sykes. He had been in the 
water about ten minutes when a boy 
who had been riding by on a bicycle 
dived in and, with assistance, brought 
him to shore. 

Two doctors, one of them Dr. J. 
E. Craig, Ottawa Coroner, and men 
from a city fire station who had 
brought a pulmotor, tried unsuccess- 
fully for more than an hour to restore 
breathing. 

The youth, who would have been 21 
years old in August, was one of the 
mainstays of the Haverford College 
track team and particularly active as 
a hurdler, being skilled in both high 
and low hurdles. 

Before going to Haverford he at- 
tended the Friends Central School at 
Overbrook. Mr. and Mrs. Sykes have 
two other sons, Charles Henry, Jr., 
and John Marshall Sykes, both of 
whom are younger than the youth who 
was drowned.

Thirty-nine students and three teach- 
ers from the Temple University sum- 
mer library school visited the Nar- 
berth Community Library last Thurs- 
day afternoon. The delegation arrived 
at 2:30 in a bus and in two additional 
automobiles. 

They were greeted by Miss Church, 
the librarian, who is herself a graduate 
of the Temple University Library 
School, and who, in recalling her own 
experiences on similar occasions, had 
asked that light refreshments be 
served on the arrival of the students 
at the Narberth Library. Fifteen 
members of the former volunteer staff 
of the library responded to the call 
and served cakes and punch to a very 
responsive group of women. 

Miss Church in addressing the stu- 
dents spoke of her interest in the work 
of the Narberth Library, mentioning 
especially the policy of the library in 
co-operating with other organizations 
in town. She referred particularly to 
the occasional display of art work from 
the Narberth schools, to the library's 
participation in Better Homes Week, 
in the Reading Circle of the Women's 
Club and in the Vacation Reading as 
sponsored by the Mothers' Council. 
She gave statistics showing the stand- 
ard by which the American Library 
Association measures libraries, using 
the figures of the Community Library 
for comparison. 

Miss Church then called on Mrs. 
Robert Wood to give a history of the 
development of the Narberth Library 
and her talk led to many suggestions 
on the policies of the local institution. 
Miss Bessie Graham, principal of the 
visiting school, expressed her delight 
at the welcome accorded the students 
Urrd- .voiced their appreciation. She 
then dismissed the group, who, with 
notebooks and pencils, examined the 
book shelves, the catalogue file, the 
reference material, the children's de- 
partment, the reading tables and the 
magazine rack, gathering information 
for later class discussions. 

The visit to the library was a part 
of the regular schedule of the library 
course which in addition to theoretical 
discussions plans to give its students 
opportunity to observe libraries in 
operation. The Narberth Library was 
very much gratified that it was worthy 
of being included in such a schedule, 
though it realizes that it was Miss 
Church's former connection with Tem- 
ple University that placed the Nar- 
berth Library on the list.

Hedgerow Players Please 

in Shaw's 'Misalliance' 



"Misalliance," the second offering of 
the Hedgerow players at the Anthony 
Wayne Theatre on Wednesday eve- 
ning, bears the subtitle, "A debate in 
three parts." It is well named. There 
is talk, talk, talk, interminable talk and 
fortunately for the audience the talk is 
in Mr. Shaw's best vein. 

Ranging from gentle but rapier-like 
thrusts of wit to broad farce, this ex- 
cellently-produced comedy entirely 
captivated a goodly and appreciative 
audience, the great majority of whom 
remained throughout the entire three 
hours of the performance. 

There is a line in the play, "Democ- 
racy reads well, but doesn't act well, 
like some people's plays." Mr. Shaw's 
plays do both. Their wit which is 
more of the chuckling variety can be 
appreciated equally well by reading. 
But the sly dig does not apply to 
Shaw's own plays since they contain 
enough of the truly dramatic element 
to make them act well. 

This is very noticeable when given 
such a competent performance as held 
the boards at the Wayne Theatre. 
Harry Bellaver as John Tarleton, the 
underwear king; William Price as Lord 
Summerhays, Ford Nofer as Joey Per- 
cival all gave finished performances. 
Johnny Tarleton and Bentley Summer- 
hays were well played by Ted New- 
ton and David Drinker, though the lat- 
ter's voice did not have sufficient vol- 
ume to carry clearly to all parts of the 
theatre, this defect perhaps adding 
rather than detracting to the part he 
was playing, since none would expect 
a deep and lusty voice to issue from 
this pampered darling. The patomine 
and inebriated acting of Allyn Joslyn 
as the gunner clerk was particularly de- 
lightful. As for the women, Isobel 
Murdock as Hypatia, the "glorious 
young beast;" Dorothy Yockel as 
Chickabiddy were entirely satisfactory. 
Dudley Vaughan more than made up 
by her clever and poised performance 
for her lack of natural endowment for 
the role of the beautiful polish juggler, 
Lena Szczpanowska. 

One wonders why some people per- 
sist in bringing small children to such 
a play. Perhaps Wayne children are 
naturally precocious and can enjoy 
Shaw as well as adults. One doubts 
this, however, when they either make 
distracting noises with programs or 
else fall sound asleep. 

The Main Line is fortunate in hav- 
ing the Hedgerow Theatre play at 
Wayne and those who do not avail 
themselves of the opportunity to see 
forthcoming selections from its ex- 
tensive repertoire are depriving them- 
selves of evenings of unmitigated en- 
joyment. Next Wednesday, July 24,

Edwards Says Scouts 
Will Like Visit to 

Wales' Birthplace 

Twenty-four Hoy Scouts from liala- 
Cynwyd and Ardniore sailed last Sat- 
urday for England, where they will 
attend the Third International Jam- 
boree at Birkenhead, to be held July 
30 until August 13. News of their 
sailing, published in this paper last 
week, was of especial interest to W. 
M. O. Edwards, for many years post- 
master at Pencoyd, president of the 
Pencoyd Neighborhood Club, and 
noted writer of descriptions and history 
of Wales, where he was born. 

"I was delighted," he writes, "to read 
in your last issue an account of the 
Boy Scout visit and Jamboree. Birk- 
enhead is near the border line into 
Wales. Bala, in Wales, and St. 
Asaph's, in Wales, from whence the 
early Lower Merion settlers came, are 
only ten or twelve miles from where 
the scouts will be camping. 

"The boys will see St. Asaph's 
Church, over 1000 years old, after 
which St. Asaph's, Bala-Cynwyd, was 
named. They will find a beautiful, ro- 
mantic, picturesque little county full 
of historical interest; and a rugged, 
hearty, good-natured people, who never 
talk about themselves or about what 
they do. That is why we so seldom 
hear or read about them, although 
there were fourteen generals and seven 
colonels of Welsh blood in the Revo- 
lutionary War." 

Mr. Edwards' letter enclosed post- 
card views of towns in Merioneth- 
shire, Wales, including Barmouth, with 
its picturesque neck of the sea: Bala, 
with its Main or High Street, with 
trees growing in the street, and a 
Methodist theological college; and 
Llanfyllin, where Mr. Edwards was 
born and raised. 



More Against Uncle Cy 

To the Editor: 

In response to the gracious request 
of Uncle Cy that I give wider publicity 
to the exceptions I ventured to make 
in my sermon to his attitude toward 
the Prohibition Laws, permit me to 
submit the following: 

Uncle Cy's article begins with the 
extraordinary statement: "We have ex- 
amined all angles of the background 
and realization of national prohibition 
and have seen how it has worked out 
thus far." One might be prepared 
after such a statement to expect some 
good thing discovered, but alas, Uncle 
Cy seems to have seen but two results 
and both put prohibition in a bad light. 
"We have seen advantages which 
might have occurred without prohibi- 
tion and abuses and tragedies directly 
caused by it." The "advantages" I 
I presume would be that the present il- 
I legal drinking would become legal and 
I the "tragedies" I suppose are the pres- 
1 ent lawlessness, drunkenness and 
| crime.* It is always a question as to 
just how much blame to put on a law 
i when it is broken. One might blame 
the laws against bank robbery for the 
tragedies of this frequent crime with 
just as much justification as to blame 
prohibition laws for the tragedy of the 
shattering of these laws. 

Uncle Cy advocates a modification 
of the prohibition laws. He suggests 
a form of local option and would have 
the Government conduct the manufac- 
ture and sale of beer and wine some- 
what similar, I suppose, to the fiasco 
now going on in Canada. It was my 
privilege to be in Canada a few weeks 
ago and to hear from those who know 
of the complete failure of their liquor 
laws and the vast increase in drunken- 
ness in that fair land. We are all in- 
debted to Dr. Chalfant for his most 
convincing reply in last week's Our 
Town to Uncle Cy's modification plan. 
Uncle Cy says: "The prohibition laws 
happened too suddenly to be enforce- 
able." Too suddenly The Ten Com- 
mandments happened too suddenly for 
some people. All reformatory meas- 
ures come too suddenly for those who 
are opposed to them. The Eighteenth 
amendment came as a logical result of 
temperance education and agitation for 
over 200 years. Maine adopted prohi- 
bition seventy years ago and most of 
our States had already gone dry and 
a vast majority of our people were 
working for it and longing for it long 
before the Eighteenth amendment was 
adopted. 

Uncle Cy argues that the prohibition 
laws are unenforceable and therefore 
should be modified. Suppose for the 
sake of argument that we admit that 
they are unenforceable; is that a suffi- 
cient reason 1 for their modification? 
Other laws are not enforced. Take the 
law against robbery,** President Hoover 
says we have fifty times as much rob- 
bery here in proportion to our popu- 
lation as in Great Britain. Would 
Uncle Cy modify our laws against rob- 
bery just because they are not en- 
forced? Perhaps he would advocate 
some kind of governmental control so 
that only certain kinds of robbery 
would be prohibited or that a license 
would be required before one is per- 
mitted to rob. This sounds as sensi- 
ble to me as this talk about modifying 
the liquor laws. But is the prohibi- 
tion law unenforceable? If so, it is a 
mighty serious matter. Mr. Coolidge 
once said: "A Government which does 
not enforce its laws is unworthy of 
the name of government." There are 
many in a position to know who say 
the law can be enforced. I have space 
to quote but one authority, Edwin A. 
Olson, U. S. District Attorney: "The 
liquor laws can certainly be enforced. 
We have no more trouble enforcing 
them than the enforcement of any 
other law." I am prepared to accept 
other explanations as to why the pro- 
hibition laws are not enforced, but I 
have too great respect for the power 
and authority of this great country of 
ours to believe that the very Constitu- 
tion upon which this Government 
stands is unenforceable. 

L'ncle Cy has gotten in bad com- 
pany in his investigations. He ac- 
knowledges that he has "been with and 
sjen only very lawless people,"*** Lieut, 
l.overnor Lowman, of New York, 
says: "The great masses of Americans 
do not drink liquor. Drinking is con- 
fined to the so-called 'upper crust' and 
the down-and-out in the slum; these 
are dying off fast from poison hooch." 
Prof. Irving Fisher, of Yale, says that 
it is safe to conclude that the total 
consumption of alcoholic beverages to- 
day is certainly less than 16% of pre- 
prohibition consumption, probably less 
than 10%, and possibly less than 57c. 



Did space permit I could give thou- 
sands of testimonies of the beneficent 
results, and especially among the la- 
boring classes, of prohibition. No, no, 
Uncle Cy, we do not want modifi- 
cation. Should you bring back the 
legal traffic in wine and beer you will 
bring back 90% of the evils of the old 
saloon days, which you yourself ab- 
hor. The liquor interests are spending 
millions in their merciless fight to 
accomplish this. Let every respectable 
law-abiding citizen spring to the de- 
fense of our country in this mighty 
conflict to preserve the Constitution 
of the U. S. A.****

A 
movie outfit is here, and pictures are 
shown several times a week. When 
the first of the guests arrived a picture 
was taken, scenes of the children at 
play and the many activities of the 
place were taken, and a few days later 
were shown on the screen. 

Mr. Downes has his own bus, seat- 
ing twenty persons. It goes to Phila- 
delphia, calls at the homes of the 
guests and brings them to Bonfield. A 
week later the same bus takes back the 
first guests and returns with others. 
There are councellors for the children, 
a young lady and a young man. There 
is a matron and a nurse. The entire 
care of the children is taken from the 
mothers. A physician conies once a 
week. The new arrivals are weighed 
and suitable food suggested. The 
mothers rest, while the children enjoy 
bathing, swings, slide hoards, a pony 
and cart and many other diversions.

Pennsylvania Gunning 

Season Opens August 1 

A bulletin, issued this week by the 
office of the Board of Game Commis- 
sioners, at Harrisburg, announces that 
the Pennsylvania open season for 
blackbirds starts on August 1 and 
closes November 30. No limit is set 
to the number of blackbirds that may 
be shot. The season for rails, limited 
to fifteen a day, begins September 1 
and ends November 30. However, the 
hunting season, except for some kinds 
of birds, does not get underway until 
November 1, while the deer hunting 
season is limited to two weeks, from 
December 1 to December 15. 

Regulations for the 1929 open sea- 
sons for game in Pennsylvania follow: 

Blackbirds: Bag, day and season, un- 
limited. Open season, August 1-Xo- 
vember 30. 

Rails: Bag, day, 15; season, unlim- 
ited. Open season September 1-Xo- 
vember 30. 

♦All birds known as wild water- 
fowl, coots or mudhens, gallinules: See 
note below. Open season October 1- 
January 15. 

Woodcock: Bag, day, 4: season, 20. 
Open season October 15-November 14. 

Wilson or jacksnipe: Bag, day, 20; 
season, unlimited. Open season Oc- 
tober 15-November 14. 

fWild turkeys: Bag, day, 1: season, 
1. Open season November 1 -Novem- 
ber 15. 

Pheasant, ringneck, male only: Bag, 
day, 2; season, 6. Open season No- 
vember 1-Novcmber 15. 

Ruffed grouse: Day and season 
closed. Open season closed, 1929. 

Hungarian partridges: Day and sea- 
son closed. Open season closed, 1929. 

Virginia partridge, commonly called 
quail, gambel quail, valley quail: Bag, 
day, 8; season, 25. Open season No- 
vember 1 -November 30.

Deer, male, two or more points to 
one antler: Bag, day, 1: season, 1.

Elk, male, 4 or more points to one 
antler: Bag, day. 1; season, 1. Open 
season December 1-December 15.

♦Ducks of the combined kinds (wood 
ducks and eider ducks excepted), 15 a 
day, 00 a season. Wild geese and 
brant (swans protected).

Federal laws provide a daily bag 
limit of 15 gallinules and 25 coots or 
mudhens, unlimited for season. 

fNo open season on wild turkeys in 
Westmoreland, Fayette or Somerset 
Counties until 1931. Wild turkeys may 
be killed between sunrise and sunset 
only. 

^Raccoons may be hunted only be- 
tween one hour before sunset and one 
hour after sunrise, except when taken 
in traps. 

All camps or parties hunting in uni- 
son for large game must keep a record 
giving in plain English the name, ad- 
dress and license number of all persons 
hunting with that party. Three or 
more persons hunting big game in 
unison, whether camping together or 
not, must be in possession of such 
hunting party roster. Large game 
must be tagged within six hours after 
killing, giving in plain English the 
name, address, license and county 
numbers of the person killing it, with 
the location where killed. 

Game killed during season may not 
be held more than 30 days after sea- 
son. Non-residents may take out of 
the State any game except elk. provid- 
ing such game does not exceed the 
legal bag limit one person may kill in 
any two days. Residents may not re- 
move any game out of the State.

'Chewie" Outwears 

Two Speedometers; Is 
Carrying Ninth Owner 

A Chevrolet with a chassis built in 
1913, a full year before the World War 
began, and a motor that was assembled 
when our doughboys were encamping 
back in 1917, is still in daily use at 
Goliad, Texas. 

It is called "Spark Plug" by its 
proud owner, Hugo Wilks, and of the 
millions of Chevrolets in use today on 
both hemispheres it is perhaps the old- 
est. 

On several occasions Wilks has 
hitched a trailer to "Spark Plug" and 
pulled a load of two thousand pounds, 
plus the 815 pounds which the trailer 
weighs, all the way to San Antonio, 
125 miles distant. 

Not long ago he piled it high with 
a 1515 pound load of cotton bales and 
drove it through a dry creek bed. 
Many times he has driven it with 
water up to the floor boards. 

No hill in the section is too tough 
for ''Spark Plug," and Wilks says that 
it is sufficiently economical, continuing 
to give as good as twenty miles to the 
gallon. 

"Spark Plug" had many owners — 
eight to be exact — before Wilks pur- 
chased it from the Voght Chevrolet 
Company, of Schulenberg, Texas, nine 
years ago. For four years he got 
splendid service from the 1913 motor, 
which might yet be encased beneath 
the 1913 hood but for an accident 
which occurred five years ago. 

At that time a 1917 Chevrolet, owned 
by one of Wilks' brothers, caught fire 
and its chassis was destroyed. The 
motor was unharmed, so it was de- 
cided to give "Spark Plug's" original 
motor a well-deserved rest and substi- 
tute the newer one. 

"Spark Plug's" total mileage is in- 
determinable. Since Wilks has had 
it three speedometers have been in use. 
One registered 75,000 miles; the sec- 
ond, 60,0(50, and the present one has 
run up 15,000. 

The total repair bill during Wilks' 
nine years' ownership has been $150. 
In this connection, however, it might 
be stated that Wilks does all his own 
repairing. Recently fifteen new rings 
were placed in the car and other minor 
adjustments made. 

All of the Wilkses are mechanically 
inclined and all prefer the Chevrolet. 
The father of "Spark Plug's" owner 
has had four Chevrolets. One of the 
brothers is still driving a 1917 model 
and another brother has a 1924 model.
